Columbus, Jan. 21.—The campaign 


for important changes in the munici- 
pal code of 
Ohio was 
inaugurated 


when (Representative Paine of Lucas 
county introduced in the house Mon- 
day evening his bill which provides 
for the appointment of directors of 
public safety and public service in- 
stead of boards of public service and 
public safety, as provided by the ex- 
is t'ng code. 


These directors are to be appoint- 


ed by the mayor. 
Other changes in 


the code are proposed in Mr. Paine's 
bill. The civil service regulations are 
strengthened, but superintendent of 
police and fire departments are ex- 
empted from its provisions. Mr. Paine 
will lead the fight for the passage of 
to is bill on the floor of the house. 


As chairman of the house commit- 


tee on cities, Mr. Paine has taken a 
<Jeep interest in municipal affairs, and 
recently refused to contest with Mr. 
Bagleson for the speakership of the 
house to work for important changes 
in the municipal code. 


Another resolution introduced yes- 


terday was that by Mr. Hunt of Cin- 
cinnati, providing for civil service in 
all municipalities of the state. Mr. 
Corlett of Cuyahoga also presented a 
bill providing for the school boards, 
consisting of five members, to be 
elected at large instead of boards com- 
posed of members elected by wards, 
as at present. 


The session of the house Monday 


evening was confined to the introduc- 
tion of bills and resolutions. The sen- 
ate got as far as bills for the third 
reading, and three were passed. One 
of these was a. temperance measure, 
Introduced1 by Mr. Rathburn of Meigs 
cointy. It prohibits the drinking of 
irtoxicating liquors on trains, except 
in cars or compartments where such 
lifiuors are sold. A penalty of $5.00 
fir.e is provided. It passed without a 
dissenting vote.

A SPANISH TRICK. 


Th« Incident Which Moved England to 


Turn Drak* Loose. 


The relations between which Drake's 


raid Into the south sea had for a 
time threatened with open rupture had 
greatly Improved—at least In outward 
•appearance—and ia 1585, under spe- 
cial promises of immunity from mo- 
lestation on religious or other grounds, 
JL'hilip had. invited to his ports a fleet 
of English corn ships in order to sup- 
ply the deficiency of his own harvests. 
No sooner, however, had the English 
ships arrived than an embargo was 
laid upon them and their crews ar- 
rested. 


One ship, the famous Primrose of 


London, managed to escape. 
While 


lying off Bilbao quietly discharging her 
cargo she had been visited by the cor- 
regidor of Biscay and his guard dis- 
guised as merchants. Suddenly called 
upon to surrender, the crew flung them- 
selves upon the Spaniards, drove them 
all overboard and made sail. Some of 
the discomfited Spaniards as the shore 
boats fled were seen clinging to the 
English vessel. 
These were humane- 


ly rescued and carried in triumph back 
to England, and among them was the 
corregiddr himself. 
Upon him were 


found his oflicial instructions, setting 
forth expressly that the embargo was 
ordered for the purposes of the expe- 
dition which Philip was preparing 
against the English. This was enough 
for tne queen and the powerful pub- 
lic opinion of commercial circles in 
London, which bad obstinately clung 
to pacific relations with Spain. A re- 
taliatory embargo was proclaimed, let- 
ters of general reprisal \vere issued, 
and Drake was let loose.—From Publi- 
cation of Navy Records Society.
